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fhe following information was obtained in the Schwerin (li S4/f 46) 
Railroad District 3: : 


1. ‘The Utrow (MN 54/0 33) ~ Reehlin concrete road, in line with the 
Laerz (N 54/U 33) airfield, was blocked for civilian traffic on 12 
January 1950 by order of the Rechiin (N 54/0 33) military post com- 
mander, The blocked road section was between the. kilometer stations 
6,2 and 3.5 along the Mirow-Rechlin railroad line. 


2. Thirty-four railrond cars, with a cargo exceeding the standard height 
by 190 om, were waiting in the Sehwerin Railroad District on 4 Februe 
ary 1950 to be disprtehed to the Laerz airfield, A tract under a 
bridge near Dranse (MN 54/U 22) had to be lowered to provide clearance 
space, 


3. On 17 February 1950 it was observed that this was the first shipment 
of jet fighters to arrive at the Laerz airfield, The boxes, loaded 25X11 


on the railroad cars, were 7 to & meters long and extended 4 
| meters above the tread of the ruils, fe eed 
25xX1 [_________—i|many such shipments were expected to arrive in the 


nearfuture. According to local residents the guard detail at the 
field had been considerably increased, a 3=-meter board fence was 
planned to be built around the field, and two jet fichter types, in- 
eluding one with considerably svept-back wings, were present at the 
airfield, . 


The railroad spur track of the Ludwigslust-Techentin (M 54/T 86) 
airfield was 60 poreent removed on 4 February 1950, The other 40 per- 
cent! was. to be used by the Soviet Army,
